and Founder of Gretham Hoſpital. 


OBERTdeSTICHEHILL, or ST1cHniLL * was bred a Monk 

in the Benedictine Monaſtery of Durham. Here by the violence 

of his temper and puerile behaviour, he is ſaid to have ſuffered diſgrace in 
his early Years. For on a certain Lordsday, this penance was enjoined 
him; he was ordered to fit alone by himſelf on a Stool in the middle of the 
Choir for his ſtubborn and refractory Miſconduct, that bluſhing for ſhame 
and repenting of his late ill conduct, he might reform and become a new 
Man. Inſtead of this, he took the Stool by the feet and threw it out of 
the Choir amongſt the People; moreover it is ſaid that he once thought of 
apoſtatizing and deſerting the Fraternity for ever, but whilſt he was en. 
deavouring to paſs by the Croſs in the Nothern part of the Choir in the 
Night (as it is ſaid.) He was admoniſhed by a Voice from Heaven to return 
and received a promiſe of the Biſhoprick, if he would perſevere in his 


Monaſtick State.

Hence forward he bid farewell to his Levities and abundantly compen- 
ſated his former failings, by his future regularity ard ſobriety. He made 
a great progreſs in his Studies, eſpecially of the Holy Scriptures, which 
much endeared him to the Prior and Convent, and was the occaſion of 
his riſeing in the Church. His Learning was admired by many, and his 
moral behaviour by more. He was the Son of a Prieſt, and conſequently 
incapable of receiving Orders; but a Erother Monk a great admirer of his 
Abilities named Henry de Hornca/tle afterwards Prior of Coldingham pro- 
cured a diſpenſation unkown to him. 

He was ſome Years Prior of Finkhall, a Cell near Durham, which office 
he managed very prudently and to the great content and ſatisfaction of the 
whole Convent. Walter de Kirkham Biſhop of Durbam dying Auguſt the 
9. 1260 this Robert was his immediate Succeflor .to the Miter: Leave of 
Election being granted by the King on Auguſt the 28. 44. Henry III. 
(An. 1260,) the Monks choſe him the 4o of September following, the 
King gave him reſtitution of the Temporalties the 5 of December and he 
was conſecrated by Godefrid Arch Biſhop of York at Southwell the 13 of 
February. He gave to the Prior and Convent MCCC. Acres of his wood 
Lands (de boſco ſuo) and granted them many other Favours. 

King Henry III. had ſeized upon all the Lands of Simon Muuntford Earl 
of Leiceſter, who had taken up Arms againſt him, and was flain in the 
Battle of Eveſham the 4 of Auguſt 1265. Among other forfeited Eſtates 
of this great Rebel was the Manor of Gretham in the County of Durham 
which the King gave to his favourite Thomas Clare. But the Biſhop having 
jura regalia in his Palatinate challenged it, as due unto him, by the Earls 
Attainder, and at laft recovered it from the Crown by Law However to 
make all ſafe and ſecure, Sir Peter de Mountford (Grandſon 1 preſume of 
Simon de Mountford) made over all his Right and Title (if he had any) to 
this Manor, and to the Advowſen of the Church here to er Robert, 
Ann a Charter,

The Biſhop being thus ſettled in-the poſſeſſion of this confiſcated Manor 
by virtue of his Royal prerogative of jura Regalia and other legal Securi- 
ties ſoon determined in his own mind to erect an Hoſpital in the place. 
Accordingly ſome time after he generouſly founded an Hoſpital, dedi- 
cated it to the Honor of God, the Bleſſed Virgin Mary and Saint Cuthb:rt 
(that Goliah Saint of the North.) In this Hoſpital he placed a Maſter, 
five Prieſts, two Clerks and forty of the molt indigent poor People in his 
Dioces. For their ſupport and maintenance he granted all the Manor wich 
its appurtenances, the Advowſon of the Church thereof, to be converted 
to their own uſe and emolument. He likewiſe freed the ſaid Manor from 
all ſorts of Charges and Incumbrances whatſoever. He alſo granted forty 
Days indulgence to any Perſon that having confeſſed, and being contrite, 
ſhould make any charitableDonation to this Hoſpital. 

Hugh de Derlington Prior of Durham and the Convent approved and 
confirmed this Act of the Biſhop the 8 January 1272: He obliged the 
Monks, that after they had profeiled before the Prior, they ſhould alſo do 
it to him, and receive from him his ſolemn Bleſſing. He made the Church 
at Howden belonging to the See of Durham a Collegiate Church, Pope 
Gregory IV. in the Month of May 1274 convened a Council at Lyons 
(Lugdunum) to which our Biſhop went, and on his return from thence, 
being taken very ill, died on the 4 of Auguſt 1274 at a Caſtle called 
Arbypeyllis. He was 14 Years Biſhop, his Body was buried abroad in a 
Monaſtery of the Benedictine Order, but his Heart was conveyed to 
England and ſent to Durham, and buried in the Chapter -houſe amongſt 
his Predeceſſors. $59 

The Biſhops at this time had no power to make a Will and thereby 
freely to diſpoſe of the Corn growing and Goods they had in right of their 
Church, without a Licence from the King. | 

The Executors of the deceaſed Biſhop, having put in Pledges to ſatisfy 


all the Debts owing to the King, he thereupon iſſued this Writ to the

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THE MANOR of GREATHAM. 


IM ON de Montford Earl of Leiceſter in the time of King Henry 
8 HI. aſſumed the ſupreme power which he held above a year, under 
the ſpecious character of miniſter, whilſt he had the king and prince Edward 
in his power, compelling him to put his hand and ſeal to every inſtrument 
he choſe to iſſue. During this period, Robert Stichill biſhop and Hugh de 
Darlington prior of Durham were ſummoned to the parhament held under 
his influence A. D. 1264. Prince Edward having ſoon after regained his 
liberty, and being joined by ſeveral of the moſt powerful barons, who were 
grown impatient of Leiceſter's tyranny and ambition, put an end to his au- 
thority at the battle at Eveſham, which was fought on the 4th of Auguſt 
1265, where he fell among the ſlain. 
At this time the earl of Leiceſter, or Peter de Montford his ſon, were poſ- 
ſeſſed of the manor of Greatham, within the palatinate of Durham, which 
by this rebellion became forfeited. The king immediately ſeized the ſame, 


' believing, as he ſets forth in his grant after mentioned, that ſuch forfei- 


tures belonged to his crown within the liberties of Durham, equally with 
thoſe lying out of that juriſdiction; and he gave it to his favourite Thomas 
de Clare. The biſhop proſecuted his claim for this forfeited manor, as being 
the right of his See, where, under the jura regalia of his palatinate, he had 
a juſt-title to all ſuch forfeited lands, and other things, as the king had in 
right of his crown in other parts of his realm. And the ſame being brought 
before the king's council, the king, by his letters patent to the biſhop, ſet- 
ting forth, that at the inſtance of him, and others his faithful ſubjects, and 
by the information of his council, he was given to underſtand, that he could 
not make ſuch grant, without doing wrong to the biſhop and his church, and 
injuring the aforeſaid liberty, in which he had jura regalia; and being induced 
at once to do ſtrict juſtice, and reſtore to the biſhop his right, he revoked 
the grant to Clare, and for him and his heirs willed and granted, that the 
biſhop ſhould do his pleaſure within the ſaid manor, and others the lands 
and tenements within his regality, forfeited, and to him eſcheated, as the 
king did with other lands forfeited to his crown; declaring, that ſuch before 
mentioned t to Clare ſhould not be made a precedent, or the biſhop, or 


his ſucceſſors, or their liberty, ſhould be in any wiſe prejudiced thereby in 
future. Theſe letters patent are dated from Stratford the 23d May, in the 51ſt 
year of the king's reign 1267. By the rehearſals in the before mentioned 

royal

royal letters patent, it is ſhewn, that Greatham was the eſtate of Peter 
Montford, and ſuch authority is preferable to the aſſertions of ſome authors, 
who ſay, the forfeiture was derived from Simon earl of Leiceſter. It appears, 
that the biſhop to ſecure the title, purchaſed the claim of Peter de Montford, 
the ſon of Peter, which he confirmed by his grant. But what ſeems moſt 
ſingular is, that in the deed of foundation of the hoſpital after mentioned, 
the biſhop doth not ſet forth, that he came to the manor by forfeiture, but 
by the grant of Peter, Ex dono ſpecialis amici noſtri domini Petri de Monteſorti 
ad divini numinis cultum augmentandum, c. which tends to depreciate the 
dignity of the palatinate. If there was any legal doubt of the biſhop's not 
being fully inveſted with jura regalia within the wapentake of Sadberge, in 
which Greatham lies, then, to cure the defect, the grant from Peter the 
grandſon was a judicious meaſure, and it ſeems as if ſome ſuch doubt had 
then ariſen. The biſhop being quieted in this poſſeſſion, founded an hoſpital 
at Greatham, which he dedicated to God, the bleſſed Mary, and St Cuthbert, 
wherein he placed a maſter, five prieſts, two clerks, and forty indigent peo- 
ple; and for the maintenance thereof, granted the manor, with its appen- 
dages, together with the advowſon of the church, which he exempted from 
all charges. He alſo publiſhed an indulgence of forty days to ſuch as ſhould 
contribute thereto. Hugh prior of Durham, with his convent, approved 
and confirmed this act of the biſhop, under their chapter - ſeal, the 8th of 
January 1272.

There 1s much confuſion touching Greatham, from whom the Biſhop derived the Eſtates wherewith he 
endowed the Hoſpital. By the records above refered to, they are declared to come by forfeiture from Peter 
de Montford, and by the next Grant, it appears the Biſhop purchaſed them of Peter's Son. Wharton, in the 
Anglia Sacra p. 74% (quotes Rob. de Grayſtanes) and ſets forth, nam ipſam villam Epiſtopus emerat 9 
Bertramo cog nomine, and in the liſts of Knights from Durham at the battle of Lewes in 1264, we a Sir 
Robert Bertram de Greatham.

* Peter de Montfort the Tounger fiding with his Father the Earl of Leiceſter 
in the Rebellion againſt K. Henry 3 d. was wounded and taken Priſoner in the 
Battle of Eveſham anno 1265 ( where his Father loſt his life) and thereupon 
committed to the cuſtody of Thomas Clare, unto whom his forfeited Lands were 
granted by Patent 56 Hen. 3d. 1272. Robert Stichill then Biſhop of Durham 
alſo feized his Farms within his own Furiſdiftion, which the King denying him 
it came to be tried, and being adjudged the Biſhops right, he founded and en- 
dowed Greatham Hoſpital with them, Dug. Bar. 1 V. 409, Godwins Cat. 
Biſhops 656. — Camden ſays, Biſhop Stichill built and endowed a good 


Hoſpital at Greatham, the Manor of Ibis Town being beſtowed upon him by 
Peter de Montfort.

AIDAINE the firſt Biſhop. 
IRS T, it is to be underſtood, that in the ſecond yeare of the raigne 
of the moſt vertuous Prince and holy Martyr Ofwald ſometime King 
of Northumberland, certane learned and godly Monkes, at the procure- 
ment of the ſaid King, were ſent from Scotland, to preach the Woord of 
God within his Dominions; amongſt whom there was ſent a holy Man 
named Aidane, of great learning and ſanctity: He was ordained the firſl 
Biſhop of the ſame See, then firſt erected by King Ofwald, at Holie Iland. 
in the yeare of our Lord 63z. The Lives and Miracles of the ſame holy 


Men St. Oſwald and St. Aidaine are recorded by St. Bede. This Aidaine 
was Biſhop ſeaventeene yeares.

ſucceeded, being another of the ſame Monkes, who founded the firſt 
Church in Holie land; he baptiſed Pendon Prince of the middle Engliſh,

It is to 
be noted, and to be retained in perpetuall memorie, that this moſt glorl- 
ous Confeſſour of Chriſt St. Cuthbert; was an Apoſtolick Man, admirable 
in all Kinde of yertues, plenteouſly re pienined with the ſpirit of holinefle;

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of all juſt Perſons, a molt rare myrrour and excellent Preſident of all 
Chiiſtian perfection. The wonderfull Miracles which Almightic Gol 
wrought. by this his glorious Saint, as well in his life, as after his arrival! 
to che joyes of Heaven, the ſaid venerable Bede a holie Man, ſamous and 
reverend throughout all Chriſtendome, for his ſinguler Wildome, Lear 
ning and Sanclity, hach faithfully, ſincerely, and truly reported and pub

{ſtrange Miracles have ſithens from time to time been recorded by grave 
and reverend Men, by reaſon whereoſ diverſe and ſundrie great Privile- 
ges, Liberties, Landes, and!

Cuthbert, therby to eſchew the danger and cruelty of certane ſavage Pirotts 
which then were about to invade the Land; This was in the 113 yeare 
after the ſame Biſhopps See was inſtituted at Che/ler; whereupon the Biſh— 
opp with his Clergie, old and young, fled with the holy Corpes of St. 
Cuthbert to Ripon in Yorkſhire, and there remaned about foure Moncthes, 
untill ſuch time as tumults and troubles were over paſſed, and then they 
returned towards Cheſter; but when they came 11ght over againſt the VV 1- 
derneſs then called Dunholmie on the caſt part therof, at a ple ce then called 
Wardlaw, the Chariot wherin the holy Corpes was carried, miracoloully 
flood ſtill immoveable, and could not be moved either by Man or Beaſt, 
At what time the Bilbopp commaunded a general fait to be kept for three 
days, and in the meane time continuall Prayer to be made to almighty 
God, to know his divine pleaſure concerning the Corpes of his glorious 
Confefſour St. Cuthbert. And it was revealed by heavenly Viſion to one 
Zadmer, a vertuous Man, that the Corps ſhould be brought to Dunholm, 
and there receive a place of reſt. Which being manifeſted unto the Biſhop 
and all the Company, they did with great facility , much gladnefle, and 
comſorth take up the ſaid holie Corpes, and brought the ſamie to Dunholm, 
placeing it there for a certane ſeaſon in a Church covered with boughes 
of trees; where albeit they found it a place very ſtrong by nature, yet ne- 
vertheleſſe, it was very unki ſor the habitation of people, being all beſet 
and invironed with wild graſſe and thick wood; faveing only a ſmall 
plaine in the midſt therof, which had been uſed in tillage. Yet notwith- 
flanding by the help of U!hre-de then Eaile of Northumberland, and of 
all the People betwixt Cogueede and Tey/e, who voluntarily oi mcer Chari- 
ty and Devotion, employed their labours therin, they did quickly cut 
downe the wood, and then diſtributed by lot placcs for their habitations. 
In which Plaine above mentioned, Biſhopp Aldun founded a Church of 
ſtone, wherein the Corps of St. Cuthbert was afterwards placed, unull a 
greater was founded in the ſame place by Biſhoppe IWilliam, as ſhall be 
declared. Aidun having been Biſhopp about xx1x years (viz) at Che/lcr 
five years, and at Durham three and twenty and more, he dyed

25. EDMOND, 


A vertuous Monke of the ſame Church of Durham, was miraculouſly 
elected, by a Voyce hard from the Tomb of St. Cuthbert in time of divine 
ſervyce, three ſundry times, nameing the ſaid Edmond Biſhoppe, as the 
auncient and approoved Records of the ſame Church doe teſtifye. He was 
had in great Reverence and Eſtimation of Canutus then King of England 
with whom he was much converſant. And aſter he had been Bilhopp 
thre and twenty Yeares he dyed at Clccejter, where he was attending upon 
the ſaid King Anno 1041. His Body was brought from thence to Dur- 
ham, and there honourablie buried. In this Biſhopps time Dunkane King 
of the Scotts beleiged Durkam, but he was valiently repelled and put to 
flight, a great part of his Horſemen being ſlaine; and afterwards he him- 
ſelſe was {laine in Scotland by his owne Men. 


26. EADREDE 


ſucceeded, who had bene choſen under Edmond, in Government of the 
See, and haveing after Biſhopp Edmonds deceaſe gotten into his hands 
great ſtore of the Churches Treaſure, he did Simonaically buy the Biſhop- 
ricke of King Hardicanute, But yet notwithſtanding Gods juſt Revenge 
did not permitt him to execute the Function of a Biſhop for the firſt time 
that he preſumed to enter into the Church, he was ſmitten with a ſodaine 
Inftrmity; whereof he lay bed-rid and, after he had uſurped the place of 
a Biſhopp ten Monthes,he died. 


27, EGELRIRE 


ſucceeded anno 1042. This Biſhoppe upon Devotion and Reverence, for 
that the ſacred Corps of St. Cuthbert had reſted for certane Yeares in che 
Church of Cheſter, being then made all of Wood, cauſed the ſame to be 
pulled downe, and founded a new Stone Church inſtead therof. But when 
the Workmen digged the Grounde to lay the Foundation, they found 
verie much Treaſure hid there, which the Biſhoppe tooke up and ſent it 
away to the Monaſterie where he had been Monke before his Election, 
and within a while after gave over his Biſhoprick unto Egelwine.

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28. EGELWINE 


aſoreſaid (who before had been his Suffragane) ſuccceded, and the ſaid 
Egelricte followed after the ſaid Treaſure to the Monaſtery, and therwith- 
all he builded Churches, made Bridges, and amended common Paſſages 
in moiſt and ſenny Places, where moſt neede was, aſter he had beene 
Biſhopp of Durham fifteen Veares. But afterward, being accuſed to Ring 
TVilliam the Conquerour, for taking away the ſame Treaſure, from the ſaid 
Church, he wascalled to his Accompt at London, where being committed to 
Priſon he dyed. In the time of the ſaid Egelwine, Ring William the Con- 
querour in the third Yeare of his Raigne, for the better order and gover- 
ment of certane his rebellious Subjects in the Country of Northumberland, 
created and made one Robert Comynne Earle of the ſame County, who 
comeing to Durham guarded with ſeaven hundred Men, ſpoyleing the 
Country, and cruelly killing ſome of the Inhabitants therof, he with all 
his Men, ſaveing one, (who hardly eſcaped fore wounded) were in one 
night murthered by the People of the Country in the Citty of Durham. 
Wherof when the King had notice, intending to reveng the ſame mur- 
der, he came downe to York with a great Armie, ſpoiling the Country. 
Wherupon the Biſhopp with the Cleargie and People for declaining of 
the Kings fury, after mature deliberation had, reverently tooke up the 
Corps and Cohn of St. Cuthbert in the 7 5 th. yeare after the ſame was pla- 
ced at Durham, and fled therwith to Holie Land, and there remayned, 
untill ſuch time as the danger was overpaſſed. In which flight, being a 
litle before Chriſtmas, in great froſt and ſnow, they reſted the irt night 
at Jarrow, the ſecond at Bedlington, the third at Tught!l, and the fourth 
day about evening, they came toward Holie Land; but the Sea being chen 
at the full, conſtrey ned them to ſtay, and expect the law Water, when they 
might paſſe in the drie ground. But the night approaching, and extrecme 
cold driveing them to great diſtreſſe, and imminent danger, where the pco- 
ple lamenting and erueſlly praying to God for ſuccour in that diſtreſſe, 
{odainely the Sea opened itſelf, and miraculouſly gave place of paſſage on 
drie land to the holy Corps and Company. And when they were paſſed 
through the Hand, the Sea cloſed itfelf agane, in the accuſtomed cou tc: 
By reaſon of which rare Miracle, the four ſecular Men, who then car: yed 
the fame holie bodie, preſently renounced the World, and became all 
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Monkes in the Church of Durham, where they lived vertuoully untill 
their deathes. And aſterward, the ſame holie Corps was brought agane 
to Durham, and there placed. The ſaid Egelwine when he had bene Bi- 
ſhopp fiſteene yeares, takeing away a great part of the Treaſure of the 
Church, tooke fhiping. and ment to have failed and fled into Collaine, but 
hc was by diſlzelle of weather driven into Scotland, and there apprehen- 
ded by the King's Officers, and by the Kings eſpecial commaundment com- 
miiicd io priſon, where by anguiſhe of hart and famine, he milcrablic 
cnded his life. Alter whole death the See was voyd one yeare, 


20. WALCHER, 


a verwuous Man, diſcended of noble Parentage, was elected Biſhop, and 
conlecrated at Wincheſter anno 1072, and continued about nine yeares, 
but in the ſame ninth yeare, goeing to Gatiſhead to meete and conlerre 
with ccrtane Gentlemen and common People of Northumberland, for the 
appeaſeing of ſome Controverly growing betwixt the ſaid People and his 
Servants, about certane injuries by them done to ſome of the ſame People; 
in correcting wherof, the Biſhopp had been ſomewhat lack and negli- 
gent, bearing too much with his Servants. The ſaid Biſhopp with ſundrie 
of his Cleargie and all his Servants there attending, were by the ſaid Peo- 
ple moll cruelty murdered at Gateſhead. From whence, the Biſhopps Corps 
was carryed by Boate to Jarrow, by the Monkes of the ſame place, and 
from thence brought to Durham, and there buryed with much lamenta- 
tion and little folemnity, For revenging of which deteſtable and ſacreli- 
gious Murder, the Biſhopp of Bathe, Brother to King William the Con- 
querour, was by the ſaid King ſent downe with an Armye, and comeing 
to Durham, he put many to death, and pittifully ſpoyled the Country, al- 
molt laying the ſame deſolate. And in the end leaving the Garriſon of 
Soldiers in the Caſtle he departed. In this Biſhopps time, the ſaid King 
[Willam returning back ſrom Scotland with a great Armie, came to Dur- 
am, and pretending a doubt, whether the holie Corps of St. Cuthbert reſt- 
ed there or not, albeit he was ſufficiently enformed concerning the pre- 
{ence and incorruption of the ſame, by the auncient grave and credible 
Men of the Country, yet nevertheleſs, he would not believe the ſame, but 
intended to open the holy Sepulchree and view the ſame Corps, threat- 
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ning, that if the ſame bleſſed body was not found there in ſuch manner, 
as he was enformed, then he would put to death all ſuch perſons, as had 
affirmed the ſame to be there, as aforeſaid. But the King in time of Ser- 
vice in the afternoone, having appointed, and made readye certane Ab- 
bots, Priours, and other Religious Perſons to go to the Sepulchree, the 
King ſtanding by, was ſodenly beſore all the Aſſembly, ſtroken with an 
extreeme heate, furie, and ſickneſſe, that he was not able to cndure the ſame; 
but was thereby enforced preſently to depart forth of the Church, and in 
all haſt poſſible to take his Horſe: And leaving a great Dinner, and coſt- 
ly Banquet prepared {or him, he poaſted away ſrom Durham, and could 
never reſt or ſtay his courſe, but {till ſpurred and urged lorward his Pal- 
frey, untill he came to the River of Teſe: Some report that the ſaid King 
tooke his way in that extreeme haſte downe the Lane, now and ever ſince 
by that occaſion called Kingſgate, in the North-Bailey in Durham. After 
the death of this Walker, the See was void ſixe Monethes and ten Dayes. 


G30. WILLIAM of KAROLF 


was then ordained Biſhopp. He was for a time verie familiar with the 
King William Rufus, inſomuch as the King gave unto him Alverton with 
th appurtenances. But afterwards the King conceiving ſome diſpleaſure 
1gainſt him, upon falſe rumour of his private enimyes, baniſhed him the 
icalme, and ſeized the Biſhopricke into his one hands, ſo as the Biſhop 
fled into Normandy, wher by the ſpace of three yeares he was honourably 
entertayned by the Duke of Normandy: During which time, the Sce was 
governed by che Prior of Durham, by the King's eſpeciall appoyntment. 
In which time the Monkes of Durham builded their dineing Hall. But in 
the third ycare of the Biſhopps baniſhment, the King had certane of his 
Soldiers beſieged in a Caſtle in Normandy, who being even at the ver 

poynt to be ſurprized and taken of the Enimy, were nevertheleſſe deliver- 
ed ſafe by means of the Biſhoppe, at whoſe ſuite and intreaty, the ſeige 
was raiſed, and the King's Soldiers diſmiſſed. By reaſon of which faith- 
full ſcrvyce the King's wrath was pacifyed, the Biſhoppe receyved to fa- 
vour, and reſtored to his place with all Priveleges therof, At what time 
returning io England, he brought home manie Bookes and Church Or- 
naments, which he freely gave to the Church of Dram. And in the 
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ſecond yeare aſter his returne anno 1093, he pulled downe the Church 
builded by Bilhoppe Aldun, and in place thereof founded a faire new 
Church; the firſt Stones whereof were laid in the foundation with prayer 
and benediction, by the vertuous Prince Malcolme then King af Scotts, 
with the ſaid Bilhopp William and Turgote Priour of Durham, afterward 
Biſhopp of St. Andrewes in Scotland, the third Ides of Auguſt 1093. But 
in the third yeare after the foundation of the Church, the ſaid Biſhopp 
William having bene Biſhopp about fiſteene yeares died at Gloceſter, from 
whence his body was brought to Durham, and there ſolemnely buried with 
much lamentation of the Clergiz and People. This Church aforeſaide was 
finiſhed in twelve yeares. 


F Aﬀfter his death, the See was vacant near four yeares. 


31. RANULPH 


called the King's Chaplaine ſucceeded, and was conſecrated anno 1 099. 
He was in great credite with King William Rufus, but in the time of Henry 
the firlt, the ſaid Biſhopp was for a certane time baniſhed the Realme, 
and fo fled into Normandy, In the time of his baniſhment, the King ſold 
away Zyndale and Carlicle from the Church. This Biſhopp built all the 
Towne Wall of Durham, from the Church-end to the Caſtle, He cauſed 
to be pulled done and deſtroyed many Dwellinghouſes, then built upon 
ile Plaine betwixt the Church and the Caſtle of Durham, and reduced the 
{ame into a ſaite Plaine, now commonly called the Pallace or Place Greene. 
He fortified the Moat and Banks of the River of Wier. He built a faire 
Stone-bridge over the River Where called Framwel-gate Bridge, He built 
alſo the Callle of Norkam upon a high Rock, nigh the River Twweede, the 
beuer to withſtand the irruption of the Scotts, then makeing often Incur- 
ſons and Roads into this Land. After he had bene Biſhoppe twenty nine 
yeares, he dyed. In this Biſhopp's time, anno 1104, being the fifth yeare 
of King Henry the firſt, after the deceaſe of holy St. Cuthbert 418 yeares, 
upon occalion of the incredulity of certaine Prelates, doubting that the 
Corpes of St. Culitent could not by fo many yeares continue uncorrupted, 
others afhrming and avouching the Incorruption thereof: At what time al- 
foe the ne Church founded by Biſhoppe IWVilliam being almoſt finiſhed, 
and the {aid holie Cornes was to be transferred into the ſame, the holie 
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Sepulcree, was by  certane ſelected and reverend Monkes of Durham, 
about ten in number, opened, and the holie Body, with all things about 
the ſame, found whole, ſound, uncorrupted and flexable; all parts there- 
of with natural weight, and full ſubſtance of fleſh and bloode and bones; 
from whence proceeded a moſt heavenly fragrant ſmell. Which bleſſed 
body was brought forth, and diligently ſearched and tryed to be uncor- 
rupted and whole, as aforeſaid, in the preſence and view of certaine Noble 
Men and others, both of the Clergye and Laity, to the number of forty 
Perſons and above, ſuch as were thought moſt worthy and fit to be eyc 
witneſſes of ſo rare and reyerend a ſpectacle. The fame holy Corpes was 
alſo immediately afterthe ſearching therof, with ſundry other holy Reliques, 
Tound therwith, brought forth in Proceſſion with great ſolemnity, before 
all the aſſembly of People, and carried round about the ſaid new Church, 
and there reverently placed within the ſame, in a goodly Sepulcree, prepar- 
ed for that purpoſe. This was done upon the fourth of September 1 104. 
The ſolemne Feaſt of this Tranſlation is yearely celebrated upon the ſame 
day. After the deceaſe of Ranulþh, the See was voyd five yeares. 


32. GALFRIDE 


| was then elected, being Chancelour to King Henry the firſt, He was con- 


ſecrated by Thurſtane then Archbiſhope of Yorke. He continued Biſhop eight 
yeares and dyed. After whole death one William Comyn Scottiſhe Clerk, 
brought up from his youth under Biſhopp Galfride uſurped the See, with- 
out anie lawfull election or authority, by the ſpace of about three yeares, 
breeding much miſchiefe and difſention in the Country. This Comyn had 
induced by his ſubuiltie, and drawn into his faction, all the Gentlemen of 
the Country, ſaving one Roger Conyers, who valiantly withſtood him un- 
to the end, yea, and fortifyed, and Rtoutly defended his houſe at Biſhipton 
againſt the ſaid Comyn and his Confiderates. 


33. WILLIAM de Si. Barbara, 


Deane of Yorke ſucceeded at the end of three yeares, being elected Biſhop 
and conſecrated by the Pope's Legate then being in England: But he 
ſuſtayned many great troubles by meanes of the ſaid Comyn, before he 
could quietly enjoy his place. Yet Comyn in the end (albeit he was mightily 
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ſupported by the King of Scotts, was enforced to ſubmit himſelf to the 
Biſhopp, and had Penance enjoyned for his heynous offence, The ſaid 
William was Biſhop nyne yeares, and dyed anno 1152. 


34. HUGH PUDSEY 


diſcended of noble Progenie, Treaſurer of Yorke, being about twenty five 
yeares of age ſucceeded, being elected anno 1153. This Biſhop founded 
the Gallolie at the weſt end of the Church of Durham, the Marble Pillars 
wherof were brought by ſhippe ready wrought to Newcaſile, and from 
thence by carriage to Durham. He builded Darlington Church. He built 
alſo the Hoſpitall of Sheerburne near Durham called Sheerburne- houſe, and 
gathering togither the leaprous and other poore diſeaſed People within 
the Dioceſſe, he placed them there, and buildid Chambers and other Hou- 
ſes fitt for their Habitations. For the maintenance of which Hoſpitall, he 
gave Lands and Poſſeſhons. He built the Bridge of Elvet, with the Brough 
of Eluet, which Brough with all Liberties thereof, he freely gave to the 
Monkes of Durham, by reafon that the ſame of right apperteyned to them 
before. He builded and repaired the Fowne Wall of Durham, from the 
North-gate to the South-gate thereof, He repaired manie Edifices in the 
Caſtle of Durham, which in his time had been conſumed by ſodaine fire. 
Moreover, he fortyfied the Caſtle of Norham with a verie ſtrong Tower, 
He fortified likewiſe the Towne of Atverton. He bought and purchaſed 
of the King by Charter the Farldomes of Northumberland and Sadberg for 
the ſumme of eleaven thouſand Pounds, that is to fay, to hold the ſame 
Earldome of Northumberland dureing his life, but Sadberg for him and his 
Succeſſours for ever. He was Biſhopp about fortie and one yeares and 
eleaven Monethes. He died at Holden anno 1194. From chence his Bodie 
vas conveyed to Durham, and there buryed. $97 f 


35. PHILLIP of Pidliers, 


a familiar Friend of King Richard the firſt, was at the motion of the ſaid 
Ring elected, and after conſecrated at Rome by Pope Celeſline 1197. This 
Biſhopp greatly diſturbed the Monkes of Durham, concerning their aun- 
cient Priviledges, by occaſion whereof, after his death, which hapned the 
eleaventh yeare of his Biſhoprick, his Body was contemptuouſly buryed

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in prophane ground, without the Precin& of the Church, by the hands 


of Laie People onely. After his diceaſe, the See was vacant hve yeares, 
ten Monethes, and twenty foure dayes. | | 


36. RICHARD de Mariſco, 


Chancellour td Ring Jon ſucceeded; to whom the Pope's Legate (being 
then in England) gave and conferred that Biſhoppricke, He was conſe- 
crated by Walter Gray Archbifhoppe of Yorke 1214. This Biſhoppe at his 
firſt entrance, being . greatly ſupported by the King, did ſundry wayes 
moleſt the Monkes of Durham, concerning their Rights and Priviledges, 
and tooke away dyvers things from them; but in the ſecond yeare, he 
confirmed unto the Prior and Covent, their auncient Liberties, according 
to the Charter of Biſhop uam. He appropriated unto them the Church 
of Dalton, and confirmed the Appropriation of the Church of Akecliffe 
and Pittington. He Was Biſhoppe ealeaven yeares, and died dat Peterbor- 
ough, from whenee his Body was brought to Durham and buryed. 
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ſurnamed the Poore ſuccected, who died the ninth yeare after his Conſe- 
cration.

140 Men, and above, ſo that he was in chat reſpect, 
more like a Segular Frincę, then a Prelate. ,Upon a cextane time, heing in 
London in a great dearth of Vidt uals, he gave for fortic freſh Herring, 
ſorty Shillings. A C Cloath 6 of great Pryce was once offered to be ſold, and 
one, chanced to ſa Wien up he thought, the Biſhopp of 77 durſt not 


"Tach a piece of Cloath: whi ich woords, when the Biſhopp heard, 
be preſently bought the Taid e and cauſe 4 1115 be cut in peeces, and 


mas houſing Cloathes for his Horſes of it. But in the end, the King 
conceyving ſame diſpleaſuſe againſt him Vr Iundrie cuſes, but chieflye 
for that the Biſhopp would not obſerve a certane Concord, made betwixt 
him and the Prior of Durham, by mediation of the King; the King ſeized 
upon the Biſhoprickeg wich all Libextics-and Privileges therof, and held 
the ſame in his 0wne "» He ke at the ſame tine from the ſame 
Biſhopp, Barnard - Caſtle, and gave the ſame io the Earle of Warwicke. 
He tooke alſo from him Hart and, Harigeſſe, and gave the ſame to Robert 


Clifford, with certaine other things, w bygh the Biſhop then had and held 
Jure Regal, by forfeitute of Warr, \ofRoberl Bruiſe 7 * others. But in 


the King's Charter, and Grant therof to. the ſaid 17 this eſpeciall 
Clauſe was coriteyned, iz.) te Rights of the Church of Durham alwaies 


The King tooke alſo from hopp Werke in Tindale, and Perith, with 
| „ 
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the Church of Symundburne. Beſore this time, the Biſhopps of Durſiam had 
wonderfull great Privileges with the ſame Biſhopricke, inſomuch, as the 
King going towards Scotland, and one of the King's ſervants falling of, 
by misfortune from the King's owne Palfray, and therupon dyeing, the 
ſame Biſhop ſeazed upon, and had the ſame Palfray, as a Deodant, ſor- 
ſeeyted unto him. Neither before that time did the King or any of his 
Officers intermeddle with any thing in the ſame Bilhopricke. This Biſh- 
opp did ſumptuouſly build the Mannor of Auckland, with the Chappell 
and Chambers thereof, and builded alſo the Caſtle of Somerton nigh Lyn- 
colne, with the Mannour of Eltham nigh London; and afterwards he gave 
the-ſame Caſtle to the King, and Eltham to the Queene. He held in poſſ- 
eſſion the Jie of Man of the King's Grant dureing his life. He was Patri- 
arch of Jeruſalem five yeares before his death. He died at the Mannour 
of Eltham aforeſaid, the third of March 1313, after he had beene Biſh- 
opp of Durham about twenty eight yeares. His Bodie was brought from 
thence to Durham, and there honourably buryed in the North part of 
the Church, contrary to the mannour and cuſtome of his Predeceſſours, he 
being the firſt Biſhopp that ever was buryed in the Abbey Church: For 
none of his Predeceſſours preſumed to be buryed within the ſame Church, 
for reverence of the holy and uncorrupted bodie of bleſſed St. Cuthbert, 
reſting there. Andalbeit this Biſhopp defrayed great charges, and builded 
much as is aforeſaid, reteyned many Servants, and keept a ſumptuous 
houſe; yet nevertheleſſe he dyed very rich, and gave greater Gifts to the 
Church of Durham, then any of his Predeceſſours had done. 


43. RICHARD KELLOW 


was then elected the twentieth of March 1313. In this Biſhopps time, he 
being abſent and at the Parliament, the Citty of Durham, with a great 
part of the Biſhopricke was brunt, waiſted, and ſpoyled by the Scotts, 
inſomuch as the Inhabitants of the Country were enforced to take Truce 
with the Scottes for a certane time, for which they payed to the Scotts 
one thouſand Markes. This Biſhopp builded Middleham, with a goodly 
fair Chamber at Stocton, and alſo the Mannour of Welhall, ſixteene miles 
diſtant from Yorke. He died at Middlcham, after he had beene Biſhopp five 
yeares and a half, He was buryed at Durham in the Chapter-houſe.

cluding a Peace betweene the King of England and Scotland. But the 
ſaid two Cardinalls, being accompanyed with the ſaid Bifhopp Lewes, and 
his Brother; comeing to a place called Reſhie-fourd, betwixt the Villages 
of Ferry and Wodham in the County of Durham, the ſaid Cardinalls were 
forceablie taken, robbed, and ſpoyled of all their Goods, ſaving onely 
their Horſes left them to ride upon, by one Gilbert Middleton Keeper of 
of Midforth Caſtle, aſſiſted with a number of armed Men. The ſaid Biſhopp 
with his Brother were taken Priſoners, and carried to Midforth Caſtle: 


For which heynous offence, the ſaid Gilbert was afterwards apprehended 9 
in the Caſlle aforeſaid, from thence carryed to London, and there hanged, 1 
drawne, and quartered, his four quarters were ſent to four notable places = 


in England, there to be hanged up for examples ſake. This Biſhopp was 

afterwards conſecrated on our Ladies day in Lent 1318. He valientl 

mainteyned and defended the cauſe and right of his Church of Durham, = 
againſt the Archbiſhopp of Yorke, for the Liberties of Allerton/hire; and alſo i 
againſt the Earle of Warwickefor Barnardcaſtle; alſo againſt the Lord Clifford . = 
for Harineſſe: At what time it was openly declaired and pronounced in . - 
the King's Parliament, at the ſuite of the ſaid Biſhopp;that the Biſhopp 
of Durham, ought as well within the Libertyes of the ſame Biſhoepricke, 
to have the ſorfeitures of Marre, as the Ring himſelf ought to have the 


ned alſo a ſuite againſt one Darcy for the Church of Symonburne, but be- 
fore any of the ſame fuites were determined, he dyed. He builded the 
Hall and Kitchin of Midlcham, and there founded a faire Chappell, but 
before the Walls thereof were finiſhed, he dyed at Brantingham, within 
the Dioceſſe of Yorke 1333, from whence his bodie was brought to Durham, 
and there ſolemnly buryed in the Cathedral Church, before the high 
f Ry Aulter 
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Aulter, under a goodly fair Marble ſtone, ſumptuouſly and curiouſly be- 
ſett with braſſe, engraven with Images, which he in his life time cauſed to 
be prepared for that purpoſe. He was Biſhopp of Durham ſixteene yeares 


and eight monethes. 


45. RICHARD of BURIE, 


born at Edmondſbury; at the inſtance of the King was elected 1334, but be- 
fore he was Bilhopp, he was firſt Tutor to King Edward the third, and 
afterwards made Clerke of the Privye Seale, dureing hve yeares; in which 
time, he travelled two ſundry times to Rome to Pope John, and at the firſt 
time, he was ordained principall Chaplaine of the Pope's Chappell, and 
receyved of the Pope a Rochett inſtead of a Bull, to have the next Biſho- 
pricke that ſhall become void in England; at which time, he was alſo 
promoted to Benehices Eccleſiaſticall, by meanes whereof, he might diſ- 
nd five thouſand Markes by yeare; and at all times, when he came 
within the preſence of the Pope or Cardinalls, he was attended by den- 
ty Clerks, all attired in Garments of one ſuite, and alſo with thirty eight 
ſerving Men in another Livery. He was conſecrated by the Archbiſhopp 
of Canterbury, afterwards he was made Treaſurer of England, and was 
inſtalled by William Cowton Priour of Durham; at which Inſtallation, the 
Biſhopp made a ſumptuous Banquett, wherat were preſent the King and 
Queene of England, the King of England's Mother, the King of Scotland, 
two Archbiſhopps, five Biſhopps, ſeaven Earles, and their Wives, and all 
the Nobility, be-ſouth Trent, many Knights and Eſquires, but many moe 
Abbotts, Priours, and other Religious Perſons, with a notable multitude 
of the Common People: And in the ſame yeare he was made Lord Chan- 
celor of England, and within the ſpace of nyne yeares following, he was 
ſent Embaſſadour from the King of England to the King of France five 
ſundry times, vizt. thrice to Paris, to make claime and challenge in the 
King's behalfe, to the Realme of France, and afterward to Brabant, and 
another time to Antwerpe about the ſame Afﬀaires. This Biſhopp diſtributed 
in Almes to the Poore every weeke over and beſides the ordinary Dole of 
Fragments given at the Gates, eighteen Quarters of Corne ready baken 
in Bread; and if any of the ſame poore People remained unſerved, * 
- 
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the ſaid diſtribution of bread was given, they had every one a halſpeny 
in mony; moreover, he gave great Almes beſide in mony, for common- 
ly, if he travelled betwixt Durham and Newcaſile, he diſtributed amongſt 
the Poore eight pounds; betwixt Durham and Stockton five Pound fix 
Shillings and eightpence; betwixt Durham and Auckland three Pounds fix 
Shillings and eightpence; betwixt Durham and Midleham five Pounds, It 
was commonly reported, that he had more Bookes then all the Biſhopps 
in England beſides him; he reteyned commonly in his family about him, 
eight of the molt profound, reverend, and learned Doctours of Divinity 


that could be found in England, with whom he delighted much to reaſon, 


diſpute, and conferre. He died at Auckland the fourteenth of Aprill 1343, 
from whence his body was brought to Durham, and their honourabl 
interred before St. Mary Magdalen's Aulter, on the ſouth part of the Cathe- 


drall Church. 


46. THOMAS HATFIELD 


ſucceeded, and was elected the eight of May 1345. He was Keeper of the 
King's Privye Seale. This Biſhoppe builded the faire ſtone worke, be- 
twixt two Pillars in the Church of Durham, in the South part of the 
Reveſlrye-doore, in the midſt wherof, he made a Seat or Stall for the 
Biſhopp, with ſtepps or ſtaires from the Pavement of the Church to the 
ſame, under which Stall or Seate, he made a faire goodly Tombe for his 
owne buryall; he defrayed great charges in repaireing of the ruinous 
Edifices in the Caſtle of Durham; he repaired the Biſhops-hall, and Con- 
ſtables-hall. and reared manie other new Buildings there; he built a ſtrong 
Tower in the Caſtle of Durham, for better fortification therof, and alſo 
of the Towne: He built the Biſhopps Mannour or Hoſpitall in London 
very ſumptuouſly. He founded allo Durham Colledge in Oxforde, for eight 
Monkes Students in Divinity, there to be maintained, and likewiſe eight 
Children there to be brought up in good literature, allowing to every of 
the ſame eight Monkes for their mainetenance, ten pounds by yeare, and 
to every of the ſame eight Children, three pounds fix ſhillings and eight- 
pence by yeare; for performing whereof, and allo for makeing fitt 
convenient Buildings for their habitations there, he cauſed to be payd to 
one Joln Berrington, a diſcreet Monke of the Church of Durham.the

ſurame of live hundred markes, towards the purchaſcin g of Lands and 
Poſſeſſions, to be appropriated to the ſame Colledge; this worthy act was 
approoved, ratified, and confirmed, by the Priour and Covent of Dur. 
ham; and albeit, this Biſhoppe diſburſed huge ſumms of Mony, made 
coltly Buildings, uſed great liberality in Almes towards the Poore, in 
Hoſpitality and Houſekeeping, yet nevertheleſſe, he dyed verie rich, and 
gave exceeding great gui fis to the Church of Durham, more then any ot 
his Predeceſſours had done. He dyed at his Mannour of Alford nigh 
London 1 381, from whence his body was brought to Durham, and buryed 
in the Tombe above named with much ſolemnity. In this Biſhopps time 
1346, hapned the famous Battaile of Durham, at which time, David Bruiſe 
then King of Scot/s, invaded this Realme of England with a huge and 
mighty Armye, and proceeded forward without any great reſiſtance, un- 
till he came over againſt the Citty of Durham, in the Welt part therof, 
verie nere to the ſame Citty, where he with his hoaſt were molt valiently 
encountered and diſcomfited, by the Inhabitants of the Country and their 
Aſſiſtants, the King himſelf with ſundry of his Nobles and others were 
taken Priſoners, many of his Subjects of all ſorts flane in the field, Robert 
Bruiſe the Kings Brother, (who was afterwards King of the Scotts) with 
his Company conſtreyned of fine force to leave the field and fly. Att the 
Battaile were preſent two Noblemen and worthy Cheftanes, Raphe Nevel! 
Earle of Weſtmerland, with John Nevell his Sonne and Heire, who in this 
dangerous conflict, ſhowed themſelves moſt loyall and faithfull Subjects 
to their Soveraigne, and Men of great Magnanimity and Martiale Valour, 
inſomuch, as the memorable Vidory atchived by the Engliſhmen, was 
chieflye under God aſcribed to the ſaid two Nevells, by occaſion wherof, 
the goodly faire ſtone Croſſe was afterwards erected in the Weſt parts of 
the Cittie aforeſaid, as a Trophe and moſt notable Monument of the ſame 
Victory, and which of late time, by ſome malitious perſons was throwne 
downe in the night ſeaſon, hath ever ſince, and yet is called the Nevel!s 
Croſſe. The ſaid Ralphe Meuell was the firſt Secular or Layman that was 
buryed in the Cathedrall Church of Durham, he was permitted by the 
Priourand Covent at his inſtant Petition, to have place of ſepuliure, with 
Allice his Wife, betwixt two Pillars in the South part of the ſame Church, 
in regard wherof, he gave large gifts to the ſaid Church, and ſoe did the 

5 ſaid 
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ſaid Allice his Wife. He dyed anno 1367, his Wife dyed 1374. The 
faid John Neoell his Sonne, with Maud his Wife, were afterward buryed 
in the ſame Church nere to the ſaid Rauphe, which John Nevell died anno 
1391. The two Tombes wherin the two Noblemen and their Wives lie 
interred, are yet extant and to be ſeen in the Church aforeſaid, albeit of 
late yeares, the ſame have been much defaced by malevolent Perſons. 
This John Nevell of meere devotion in his life, cauſed a ſumptuous ſepul- 
ture of Marble and Alblaſter to be made at London for the holy Corps of 
St. Cuthbert, which ſtoode him to 200.7 in Charges, he gave alſo 400.7 
and the Priour and Covent 123.6. 8 for makeing the goodly new free- 
ſtone worke above, and on either part of the high Aulter in the Church 
of Durham, which was brought by ſhippe from London ready wrought, 

and cauſed to be ſet up in the Church by Robert Berrington then Prior 
of Durham, by ſeaven expert Maſons, who were almoſt one whole yeare 
in ſetting up the ſame, unto whom the faid Prior found meate and drinke 
Kc untill the worke was finiſhed Anno 1380.

one of the Canons of Yorke Secretarie to the King, was elected and 
conſecrated at Lambeth nigh London 1382; he was Treaſurer unto Kine 
Richard the ſecond, and after he had bene Biſhoppe about eight yeares, 
he was tranflated to the See of Elie 1389. 


48. WALTER SKIRLAW 


ſucceeded, and was tranſlated from the See of Baitk to Durham the 
third of Aprill 15g. He was Biſhopp of Durham about eighteen 
ycares, and dyed 1406. This Biſhoppe builded a faire ſtone Bridge 
at Shinklyfſe nere Durham, he builded alſo Yarme-bridge, for maintenance 
wherof, he purchaſed Lands, and gave to that uſe. He builded Auckland- 
bridge, and allo he built the great ſtone Gates at Auckland, from the 
very "foundation to the topp, of his owne proper charges: He builded 
alſo the great high Steeple of Houlden, for the better refuge and ſafety 
of the Inhabitants of the 'Towne, from the Inundation and overflowing 
of water, when it ſhould: happen: He beſtowed great charges in repairing 


{den Church and Mannor thereof, and built a faire CORO: 


:: adjoyning 
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adjoyning to the ſame Church: He built a great part of the Steple and 
Lantherne of Yorke Minſter, in the midſt whereof, his Armes are placed: 
He founded a Chantry in the South end, in the Croſs Ile in Yorke Minſter: 
He built a great part of the Cloyſters at Durham, expending therin ſix 
hundred Poundes: He gave more in Monie towards the building of the 
ſame Cloyſter 200. and afterwards, his Executors, by his eſpeciall com- 
maundment, gave to the ſame worke 400. He gave towards the build- 
ing of the Dortor 220f. in all which Building, he cauſed his Armes to 
be ſet, vizt. three Rodds or Spells croſwiſe, traverſed in manner of a Sive 
or Riddle: He lieth buried in the Northſide of the Quier in the Church 
of Durham, betwixt two Pillars, under a faire Marble ſtone, curiouſly be- 
ſett with braſs and Images, and therin his owne Image ingraven in the 
midſt therof: The place of his Sepulcre, was in the auncient times invi- 
roned with Irons, artiſicially wrought, but the ſame of late time, were ta- 
ken away, and a Stall or Pew for Women placed there. 


49. THOMAS LANGLEY 


ſucceeded, and was conſecrated by the Archbiſhopp of Canterbury 1 406, 
the 17th, of May; he was Biſhoppe of Durham thirty one yeares: 
He founded the Marble Chantry in the Galloly, at the Welt end of Dur- 
ham Church, upon the toppe of the doore whereof his Armes are ſeit: 
He beſtowed great charges in repairing of the ſame Galloly to the valew 
of 499 Pounds and more: He founded the Grammer and Song Schooles 
upon the Place Greene of Durham: He gave towards the buildings of the 
Cloyſters 238 Pounds: He founded all the Gaoll and Gaoll-gates at 
Durham very ſumptuouſly, where beſore time was nothing but an old 
ruinous decayed Gate: He builded the Weſt-gates of Houlden, with cer- 
taine faire Chambers adjoyning to the ſame, whereon his Armes are ſett: 
He was Biſhopp of Durham in the time of three ſeverall Princes of this 
Realme, vizt. Henry the fourth, Henry the fift, and Henry the ſixt, of whom 
he was greatly honoured, and for his ſinguler wiſdome advanced to great 
authority in the Common-wealth. He recovered in the King's Court, in 
the right of his Church, againſt the Major and Commonalty of the Towne 
of Newcaſile upon Tyne, the third part of Tine-br'dge, toward the South- 
end, wich the Tower built therupon by the ſame Major and Commonalty,

This Biſhopp did change and al- 
ter the great Hall in the Caſtle of Durham, in which before, were two 
Princely Seates, on either end of the Hall one. But he tooke away the 
ſeate in the lower end, where he builded a Pantry, and upon the fame, 
a place for Muſitians to ſtand in, and to play upon their Inſtruments in 
time of ſerveing up of Courſes: He made alſo in the ſame place, a fair 
Kitchin with other Houſes of Office therunto belonging, and above them, 
certaine Chambers for Officers to lye in: He built of his one charges, 
all the new worke and buildings upon the Weſt part of the Hall and 
Kitchin there: He begun alſo to build a Hall with a Kitchin and other 
Buildings in the great high Tower in the ſame Caſtle, but before the ſame 
were finiſhed, he was tranſlated to Wincheſter, by reaſon of ſome Contro- 
verſies growne betweene him and the Earle of Northumberland concerning 
Hartlepoole: He founded Corpus Chriſly Colledge in Oxford, where unto he 
gave larg Poſſeſſions: He erected a fair Chappell at Wincheſter, where he 
was honourably buryed under a faire tone, wherein his Image is curi- 
ouſly engraven: He was Biſhoppe of Durham about ſeaven yeares or

ſucceeded 1302, and was Biſhopp three yeares, and dyed 1503. 


56. CHRISTOPHER BAINBRIGG 


* ſucceeded, and was conſecrated 150). He was Biſhopp of Durham about 


one 
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one yeare, and then was tranſlated to Yorke 1308, and within a ſhort 
time after, he was made Cardinall, and being ſent in Ambaſſage from 
King Henry the eight to Roan, he died there of Poyſon, as was publi- 


quely reported, 


57. THOMAS RUTHALL 


ſucceeded, and was conſecrated 1508. He was Biſhopp of Durkam four- 
teene yeares; he builded the great dineing Chamber at Auckland. He re- 
paired the third part of Tyne-bridge, toward the South end therof. He 
was for the moſt part continually reſiding at the Court, and for his ſin- 
gular wiſdome and prudence retayned of the Kings Privye Councell. 
He was reputet to be the richeſt Subject in England; upon a time, King 
Henry the eight, willed him to compile a Booke, of the ſtate and Revenues 
of his Crowne, which the Biſhopp performed; and moreover, he made 
another Booke of his owne Eſtate, and Abilitie in Riches, the which two 
Bookes, he made of one Volume, and Quantity, and bound them up in 
Vellam, in ſuch ſort, that the one could not eafily be diſcerned by the 
other, and ſo ſet them up in his ſtudy: Afterwards, Cardinall Molſie was 
ſent by the King, to bringe the Kings Booke to his preſence, the Biſhopp 
willed one of his Servants to bring unto him the Booke bound in Vellam, 
but the Servant raſhly brought the Booke, wherin the Biſhopps Riches 
and Revenues were contayned, which the Biſhopp unadviſedly, without 
opening, delivered to the Cardinall, who likewiſe delivered the ſame to 
the King, wherby it appeared, that the Biſhoppe was worth in ſubſtance, 
one hundred thouſand Pounds, or therabout. But when the Biſhopp 
underſtoode, that he had delivered the wrong Booke to the King, he was 
therwith ſtrucken with ſuch anguiſh and ſorrow of heart, that he dyed 


of the ſame at London 1522. 
58. THOMAS WOLSELY, 


Cardinall of Rome, Archbiſhopp of Yorke, the Pope's Legate in England, 
Primate of England, and Lord Chanclor, . Biſhopp of Winche/ter, was 
made Biſhopp of Durham 1523, where he was Biſhopp about ſeaven 
yeares; he held all the ſaid Dignities, and Biſhopricks in his hands at one 
time, He repaired the third part of Tine-bridge toward the South end: He

founded a goodly College in Oxford, called Chriſts Colledge, or the Carti- 
nalls Colledg: He founded likewiſe another Colledg at Ipfwych, but be- 
fore either of them were finiſhed, he died at Leice/ter, the 27 th, of Novem- 
ber, and lieth buryed in Leiceſter Abby. 


59. CUTHBERT TUNSTALL 


ſucceeded the 20th. of March 1 530, and was tranſlated from London. He 
was a moſt reverend, learned, and vertuous Man. He builded the neu 
Gallarie, and the Chappell theruntto adjoyning, within the Caſtle of Dur- 
ham. He built the Iron Gates of the ſame Caſtle, with the free one worke 
on either part therof, and made the Laver or Water Conduite in the 
Curten of the ſame Caſtle, wherin his Armes are ſett: He built a Gallo- 
rie with a Porch at Auckland, he finiſhed the worke and great Window 
of the Dineing Chamber at Auckland, which Biſhopp Ruthal! founded: 
He repaired Norham Caſtle, and alſo repaired Tine-bridge on the South 
part, two ſundry times: He built the Tollbooth in the Market place in 
Durham, with all Houſes in the backſides therof, and gave the ſame to the 
Citizens of Durham: He was accuſed for his Conſcyence by one Rymane 
Manvill in the time of King Edward the ſixt, and therupon deprived of 
his Biſhopricke, and committed to the Tower of London; but in Queenc 
Marie's time, he was delivered out of Priſon, and reſtored to his owne 
See, with all Privileges therof: He retayned many learned Men abour 
him, kept a ſumptuous houſe, and great family, and gave Almes liberal! 
to the Poor. It was reported, that on every Fridaie before Eaſter (called 
good Friday) at his comeing to Durham, he gave to the Poore People 
there, a Durham meaſured Peck of Pennies: He was afterwards deprived 
of his Dignitie in the time of Queene Elizabeth, and being at the Princeſſe 
commaundment, with the Archbiſhopp of Canterburie, he departed this 
life, and made a godly end. He lieth buryed in Lambeth Church: He dyed 
1559, and was Biſhopp of Durham about twenty nyne yeares, 

It is to be remembered, that in the time of King Henry the eight, the 
Sepulcree of St, Cuthbert, by certaine Commiſſioners of the ſaid King, 
was opened, and the holy Corpes of St. Cuthbert, with all things about 
the ſame, was found incorrupted, whole, ſound, ſweete, odireferous, and 
flexable, the ſame was taken up, carryed into the Reveſtrie, vewed, touched,

ICHARD AUNGERVYLE commonly known by the name of 
Richard de Bury, was born at St. Edmundibury in Suffolk, in 1281, 
the ninth of King Edward I. His father Sir Richard Aungervyle Knight 
dying while he was young, his Uncle Willoby, a Prieſt, took a par- 
ticular care of his education; and when he was fit, ſent him to Oxford, 
where he ſtudied Philoſophy and Divinity, and diſtinguiſhed himſelf by 
his learning, and regular and exemplary life“. When he had finiſhed his 
ſtudies there, he became a Benedictine Monk at Durham. Soon after he 
was made Tutor to Prince Edward, afterwards King Edward III. And 
being Treaſurer of Guienne in 1325, he ſupplied Queen Ifabel, when ſhe 
was plotting againſt her Huſband King Edward II, with a large ſum of 
money out of that Exchequer. For which being queſtioned by the King's 
party, he narrowly eſcaped to Paris, where he was forced to hide himſelf = 
ſeven days in the tower of a Church. When King Edward III came to the 
Crown, he loaded his Tutor Aungervyle with honours and preferments. 
For he at firſt made him his Cofferer, then Treaſurer of the Wardrobe, 
Archdeacon of Northampton, Prebendary of Lincoln, Sarum, and Lichfield 
and afterwards Keeper of the Privy Seal. This laſt place he enjoyed five 
years, and was in that time ſent twice Embaſſador to the Pope. In 1333 
he was promoted to the Deanery of Wells, and before the end of the ſame 
year, being chofen Biſhop of Durham, he was conſecrated about the end 
of December + at Chertſey in Surry; the Kings of England and Scotland,

the Queen, the two Archbiſhops, five Biſhops, ſeven Earls, and many other 
perſons being preſent. The next year he was appointed High-Chancellor, 
and in 1336 Treaſurer of England. In 1338 he was twice {ent with other 
Commiſſioners to treat of a peace with the King of France, tho” to no pur- 
poſe. As to his Character, he was not only one of the learnedeſt men of 
his time, but alſo a very great patron and encourager of Learning. Pe- 
trarch he frequently correſponded with: And had for his Chaplains, Tho- 
mas Bradwardin and Richard Fitzralph, aſterwards Archbiſhops, the firſt 
of Canterbury, and the ſecond of Armagh; Richard Bintworth ſoon after 
Biſhop of London, and Walter Seagrave of Chicheſter; and Walter Burley, 
J. Mandut, Robert Holcot, R. Killington, Doctor of Divinity, the mol 
eminent men in that age. His cuſtom was, to have ſome of his attendants 
read to him while he was at meals, and when they were over, to diſcourſe 
with his Chaplains upon the ſame ſubject. He was likewiſe of a very boun- 
tiful and charitable temper; every week he made eight quarters of wheat 
into bread, and gave it to the Poor. Whenever he travelled between 
Durham and Newcaſtle, he diſtributed eight pounds ſterling in alms; be- 
tween Durham and Stockton five pounds; between Durham and Auckland 
five marks; and between Durham and Middlcham five pounds. But the 
nobleſt inſtance of his generoſity and munificence, was the public Library 
he founded at Oxford, for the uſe of the ſtudents. This Library he fur- 
niſhed with the beſt collection of Books that was then in England; fixed 
it in the place where Durham, now 'Trinity-College, was built afterwards; 
and writ a treatiſe containing rules for the management of the Library, 
how the Books were to be preſerved, and upon what conditions lent out 
to Scholars}. He appointed five keepers, to whom he granted yearly fal- 


This Book he entitled Philobiblos from whence 
he came to be called himſelf Philobibles, a lover of 
Books; and very juſtly, if, as he ſays himſelf in the 
preface to it, his love of them was ſo violent, that it 
put him in a kind of rapture, and made him neglect 
all his other affairs. He finiſhed it at Auckland, 24 
January, 1344 - 5, being juſt ſixty - three years of age, 
which appears from a memorandum at the end of the 
copy in the Cottonian Library, inter Codices MSS, 
nondum in loculis repoſitos, IV. 3. It was printed at 
Spires in 1483, at Paris by Badius Aſcenſius in 1500, 
by the learned Thomas James at Oxford in 1599, 4 00.

HIS Survey 1s kept in the Auditors Office at Durham. Is a 
ſmall Folio, conſiſting of 24 Pages wrote in a bad hand, and 
was taken in the Year 1183 by the Order of Bi hop Pu DPS EY, and 
relates only to the Biſhop's Demeſnes or the Villenage Tenures, and 
takes no notice of the Barons or Tenants in Capite: This Book hag 
been always reckoned of great Value and Curioſity, and admitted 
ſeveral times as Evidence in the Courts of Law at Durham: There 
is a neat Tranſcript of it in the Dean and Chapters Library at Dur- 
ham made by Chriftopher Hunter MD. and another is extant in the 
Bodleian Library at Oxford (LAP I. 52) being a thin Quarto con- 
fiſting of 23 cloſely written Paper leaves, and has once belonged to 
Biſhop Tunſtall, whoſe Name (CuTuBeRTUs DUNELM. E.) written 
as it ſeems by his own hand, is at the bottom of the firſt Page: It 
is wrote in a ſmall neat hand about the Age of Henry IV. The Cover 
has been blue Velvet. In the Catalogue and the inſide of the Cover 
it has the following Title.

IN Obedience to an Order of reference from the Parliament, of 
the Eighth of May 1650, this Committee do humbly certify, that we

That the moſt of the Buildings are not inhabited, and no Rent paid.

Pounds Seven Shillings and Eight-pence per Annum; the Materials 
of the Houſes and Buildings valued in the Survey at Two Thouſand 
Four Hundred and Fifty Pounds: That the College is conceived to 
be ſituate in a pleaſant Place, and healthful Air: and where is Plenty 
of Proviſions: That the Place is far remote from either Univerſities; 
and the Buildings to be demoliſhed ſuppoſed not to reach near the 
Value ſet upon them, and which the ſame 1 18 worth: to be continued 
to ſuch an Uſe.

The Anſwer of the Dean and Prebendaries of 


DURHAM, ſetting forth the Reaſons why they 
cannot poſſibly produce their Booke of Chapter Ades, 
as they were ordered by the Right Honourable the 
Lords of the upper Houſe of Parliament. Sans 
date, but probably about 17. April 1646. 


I RST they, ſuppoſing, that the ſaid Booke might bee in one of the 

Trunkes which were ſent to Hull at the Time of the Diſtraction upon 

the Entringe of the Scottiſh Armie, did ſend an expreſſe Meſſenger to Hull, 

with a Letter to Sir Thomas Glembam, Govenor of the Towne, intreating 

him to open the ſaid Trunkes before good Witneſſes, and to ſearch for the 
ſaid Chapter Booke; as appeareth by their Letter unto the ſaid Govenor. 


2. THAT the ſaid Govenor did find but one Trunck of the Churches 
there, in which the Book of their Chapter Aces was not to be found, as 
appeareth by the Letter and Teſtimony under the Hands and Seals of thoſe 
who opened and ſearched the ſaid Truncke, by the Govenor's Appointment. 


3. THAT the Dean and Prebendaries immediately after ſent another 
expreſs Meſſenger to Durham, with Letters to their Chapter Clarke, requir. 
ing him at his Perill to find out the ſaid Book (whoſe Charge properly it 
is) or elſe to come up himſelf in Perſon, and give Satisfaction to their 
Lordſhips, why it could not be produced; as appeareth by their Letters 
to their ſaid Chapter-Clarke. 


4 THAT their Chapter-Clarke is not come up, but hath ſent his 
Servant, who hath depoſed before their Lordſhips ſome Things, wherein 
he may be deceived; becauſe it is certain that he is miſtaken in depoſing, 
that Dr. Duncon was preſent at the making up of that Trunk at Dr. Clarke's 
Houſe, in which the ſaid Booke was fuppoſed to be. | 


5. AND therefore they do ſuppoſe, that that Truncke is loſt, either 
by the Neligence of the ſaid Chapter-Clarke (hee being in the Ship where 
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it was, and it being his proper Charge to looke after it) or by the Avarice 
of Marriners, who finding it weightie (as being full of Books) might ſup- 
poſe it was filled either with Money or Plate; or, if it were left behind in 


the Regiſtry (wher uſually it remained) it might be torn and deſtroyed by 


the Scottiſh Soldiers, who broke open both their Treaſurie and Regiſtrie, 


defacinge and deſtroying therein many Evidences; and, in all Probabilitie, 


would have done ſo with all the reſt, if they had not been reſtrained and 
ſeverely puniſhed by their Officers, eſpeciallie by Serieant Major General 
Bailie. 


6. ALL thes Things are ready to be depoſed by the Dean or Preben- 


daries, which they well hope their Lordſhips will eaſily believe for theſe 


two Reaſons. 


7. FIRST, that the loſſe of the Truncke is moſt prejudiciall and diſ- 
advantagious to them, as having in it many of their Leiger Books, Coun. 
terpanes of Seale, and other Evidences and Chartularies, which muſt bee 
of invaluable Loſſe to the Church of Durham; and they are confident that 
the Booke of Acts would have cleared them very much concerning their 
Proceedings with Mr. Smart. 


8. SECONDLY, to ſhew that they have uſed their utmoſt Diligence, 
they ſhall produce unto your Lordfhips all the Warrants, which poſſiblie 
could be found in their Regiſtrie, for entering their Actes into the ſaid 
Book. Which Warrants contain the Summe of all Things that have been 
entered into that Booke for almoſt twentie Yeares; which is before the 
time that any difference hath been concerning Mr. Smart.

In 5th. Ed. 3. 1331. Ralph Nævill (Son of the former) doing his Fealty 
to William de Cowton then Prior of Durham upon Lammas day for the Manor 
of Rasr; he told him, that he would offer the Stag as his Anceſtors had done; 
ſaving that, whereas his Father required, that the Priors Servants ſhould be 
ſet aſide at that time, and his own ſerve in their ſtead; he would be content, 
that his ſhould attend together with thoſe of the Priors: And-whereas his 
Father inſiſted, that his Servants ſhould only be admitted at Dinner; he ſtood 
upon it, that his ſhould be there entcrtazned the yt day, and likewiſe the 
morrow at Breakfaſt. 

Whereunto the Prior made Anſwer, that none of his Anceſtors were 
ever ſo admitted, and that he would rather quit the Stag, than ſuffer any new 
Cuſtom to the prejudice of their Church. But to this Ralph replied, that he 
would perform the whole Service or none, and put the 'Trial of his Right 
upon the Country. The Prior therefore knowing him to be fo powerfull, 
and that the Country durſt not diſpleaſe him, declined the offer. However 
at length to gain his favour, (in regard he had no ſmall Intereſt at Court, 
and might do him a kindneſs or a ditpleaſure ) was content for that one time 
he thould perform it as he pleaſed, ſo that it might not be drawn into ex- 


ample afterwards; and for that purpoſe res. that Indentures ſhould be 
made between them. 


Whereupon the Lord Nevill brought but few with him, and thoſe more | 
for the honor of the Prior than a burthen, and ſo ſhortly after Dinner, took 


his leave, but left one of his Servants to lodge there all Night, and to take 
his Breakfaſt there on the next Day; proteſting, that being both a Son and 
Tenant to the Church, he would not be burthenſome to it, in reſpect it would 
be no advantage to himſelf, but mig!:t much damnify it, if he ſhould bring 


with him as great a Train as he would, ſay g, Wt dot; a . figniſy to 
e Nething. 


And likewiſe, that if the Prior would ſhew that he had no right to what 
he ſo clauned, he would freely recede therefrom; and it he had a right, he 
* would 


would accept of a Compoſition for it, rather than be burthenſome to the 
Convent; but if they ſhould put him to get his Right by Law, then he 
would not abate any thing thereof. 

Whereupon enquiry being made amongſt the oldeſt Monks of that 


Houſe; they affirmed, that being of Fight Years ſtanding when his Father 


was before repulſed, they had often ſeen the Stag offered, and that he never 
ſtaid Dinner, but when the Prior invited him; and ſome antient Men of the 
Country teſtified as much; as alſo, that as ſoon as the Stag was brought, they 


carried him to the Kitchen, and thoſe who brought him, were taken into the 


Hall to Breakfaſt, as they that brought their Rents uſed to be. 

Morcover, when it happened any of the Lords Nevill to be deſired to ſtay 
Dinner with the Prior, his Cook was admitted into the Kitchen to prepare a 
Diſh for him; ſo likewiſe another Servant in the Cellar to chuſe his Drink, 
and in like manner ſome other at the Gate, who knew his Servants and 
Followers, merely to let them in, and keep others out, who under pretence 


of being his Servants, might then intrude; but this was only done by the. 


Prior as out of Courteſie and reſpect, and not at all out of Right. 
Hereupon Henry le Scrope one of the Juſtices affirmed, that he had been 
of Counſel with Ralph Nevill (Father of this Ra/ph ) when he brought his 
- Writ of Novell Diſſeiſin againſt the Prior; and told him, that he had no right 
at all: Whereupon Ralph let fall his Suite. 
Some ſaid, that making this Claim out of his own Fee, he ought there 
( viz. in the Priory ) to ſhew ſome ſpecial Evidence to aſſert his Claim. Others 
that as the Prior did challenge nothing of him, but what was reſerved by the 
Grant; ſo could not he, unleſs he ſhewed a Charter for it. And beſides, 
claiming to be entertained with as many as he ſhould bring, and not ſpecify- 
ing the number, there could be no lawful reaſon for it, becauſe the Stag was 
always offered on Holy Rood day, wh:reupon grew an old Song in rhyme as 
2 Lamentation for Robert de Nevill tis Great Grandfather.

Moreover it was farther ſaid, that it never had been the Cuſtom of the 


Prior to make a Feaſt on that Day, when the Servants of ſo great a Perſon 
were to offer; and that the Prior uſually on S. Cuthberts day had wont to 
dine with the Biſhop at ſome of his own Manor houſes; therefore, who ſhould 
compel him to make a Feaſt at home? Likewiſe, that thoſe Lands were 
given to the Anceſtors of this Lord Nevill, when they were not ſuch great 
Men as to have a Marſhal, a Butler and other Servants of State; for in thoſe 
Days they had no more than Rasy with its Appurtenances, which was not 
then of ſo much worth as now; for BRANcETATH and RAsKELFE came to 
them ſince by Marriage; as alſo other Lands in Torifbire and Richmundſbire: 
"Therefore it could not be thought that the Prior of Durham did give them 
Lands of ſuch Value, and purchaſe the Service to be done for them at ſo high 
a rate, eſpecially conſidering, that in the Priors Land Book not only all the 
Services are exactly regiſtred, but whatſoever others ought to receive of him. 
And laſtly, that there is not ſo much as mention of this Service in any of their 
Chronicles. 

In 41. Ed. 3. 1347. This Ralph Nævill died, and was buried in the Church 
of Durham, on the South ſide thereof, being the firſt Secular Perſon that had 
Sepulture there; which favour he obtained from the Prior and Convent for 
a Veſtment of Red Velvet, richly embroidered with Gold, Silk, Great Pearls 
and Images of Saints ſtanding in Tabernacles, by him given to Saint Cuthbert: 
His Body being brought in a Chariot drawn with Seven Horſes, unto the 
bounds of the Church Yard, and then carried upon the Shoulders of Knights 
into the middle of the Church, where the Abbot of S. Maries in Tork ( by 
reaſon” of the Biſhops abſence and impotency of the Prior) performed the 
Office of the Dead „ and celebrated the morrow Maſs, at which were offered 

Eight 
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Eight Horſes, (viz.) four for the War, with four Men armed, and all their 
Harneſs and Habiliments; and four other for Peace: As alſo three Cloths of 
Gold of a blue colour interwoven with flowers; four of which Horſes were 
after the Funeral redeemed by John de Nevill his Son and Heir for One Hun- 
dred Marks, 

Beſides all which, Alice his Widow ſent to the Sacriſt 120 Pounds Of 
Silver for the repairs of the Cathedral; and moreover gave thereto ſor cele- 
brating his Anniverſary, one Veſtment, two Tunicles, one Cope, three Albs, 
three Stoles, four Maniples of black Sattin, and another Veſtment to be uſed 
at the celebration of the Sacrament, embroidered with the Arms of N-vi// 
and Audley (She being the Daughter of Hugh Lord Audley.) She died in 1374 
teaving three Sons John, Robert and William. 

John the Eldeft about the 45. of Edward 3d. 1371. made all that new 
work of Marble and Alablaſter in the Church of Durham, under the Shrine 
of S. Cuthbert which coſt above two hundred Pounds. He died 17 Oct. 12. 
Rich. 2. 1389 and was buried on the Southſide of the Body of the Cathedral 

at Durham. At the Funeral of his fr Wife (Maud Daughter of Lord Percy) 
there were offered in the Church of Durham, Six Cloths of Gold, whercof 
ſeveral Veſtments were made, viz. two for the High Altar, as alſo one Che- 
fible and two Tunicles. His ſecond Wife was Elizabeth Daughter and Heir 
to William Lord Latimer of Danly, who died 1396. By his fr/# Wife he 
had an only Son Ralph who was the fr/t Earl of Weſtmorland.

This Jonx NeviLL Lord of Raby and his Father RaL were both in the 
Battle at Durham 17 th. October 1346. where David Brus King of Scotland 
was taken Priſoner and the Scotch Army entirely routed with the loſs of 
15000 Men. In memory whereof Ralph Nevill erected on the Weſt-ſide of 
the City of Durham upon the field of Battle an elegant Stone Croſs called 
Nevills Croſs. It was defaced in 1589, there are ſtill ſome remains to this day. 

RaLrn was created Earl of Weſtmorland 29 th. September 21. Richard 2d, 
1398. and founded a College on the North fide of STaixpxoe Church in 10. 
Hen. 4+ 1409 ( of which hereafter.) Vis firſt Wife was | Margaret Daughter of 
Hugh Earl of Stafford who died 9th. June 1370. and was buried at Brancefeth 


by whom he had Iſſue two Sons John and Ralph and ſeyeral Daughters. He 


died 21. October 1425. and lieth buried in the Ch6ir of Staindrop Church 
under a ſtately Tomb of Alablaſter, whereon are the figures of himſelf and 


both his Wives. John the TW. Son died i in cored life time of his Father 142 3 
| having 
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having married Elizabeth Daughter of Themas Holland Earl of Kent, by whom 
he left Ifſue two Sons, Ralph ( afierwards Earl of Weſtmerland ) and John who 
was kill'd at the Battle of Tixuion t. Edw. 4. 1461, having married Anne the 
Widow of his Nephew John Nevill, by whom they had Iſſue Ralph the Third 
Earl of Weſtmorland. 

This Rar fr/? Earl of Weſtmorland married a ſecond Wi ” Joan the 
Daughter of John a Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, who died 13. Nov. 1440, and 
by her had Iſſue Eight Sons and Five Daughters, viz. 

1. RichaxD was Earl of Saliſbury in right of his Wife Alice Daughter & Heir 
of Thomas Montacute Earl of Saliſbury, they had Iſſue Richard Nevill the fa- 
mous Earl of Warwick, Fohn Marquis Montacute, George Archbiſhop of Terk, 
and Six Daughters. 
2. WilLiam Lord Fauconberg (in right of his Wife Joan Daughter and Heir 
of Thomas Lord Fauconberg ) and afterwards created Farl of Kent. f 
3. Gro Lord Latimer, which Barony his Father purchaſed and e on 
this Son, and 10. Hen. 6. 1432 he was created Lord Latimer. 
4- Epward Lerd Abergavenney in right of his Wife Eleanor Daughter & Heir 
of Richard Beauchampe Earl of Worceſter and Lord Abergavenney. 
5. RopexT who was Lord Biſhop of Saliſbury, and in 1438. was tranſla- 
ted from thence to Durham, where he ſat Biſhop 19. Years, and built the 
Exchequer and other Publick Offices there near the Palace Gates, he dicd 
in 1457 and lies buried near to his Anceſtors Tombs in the South Ifle of 
Durham Cathedral, over whom is placed a large flat Stone of blue Mar- 
ble, on which has been inlaid his Effigies in Braſs, with an Inſcription 
around the margin, but now ſtolen away.

1485. and was ſucceeded in Title by his Nephew Ralph. 

RaLryn third Earl of Weſtmerland, married Margaret Daughter of Sir 
Roger Booth of Barton in Lancaſhire who was buried on the South-ſide of the 
Choir at Brancepeth. They had a Son Ralph who died in the Fathers lifetime 
having married Editha Daughter of Sr. William Sands of Hampſhire, by whom 
he had Ralph the fourth Earl of Weſtmerland. It has been ſaid, that this third 
Earl died at Hernoy-Caſife in Yorkſhire for grief of the loſs of his eldeſt Son ( who 
was buried at Brancepet# in a Chappel on the Southfide of the Choir and that 
he himſelf was buried in the Pariſh Church of Hornby, but the time of his death

-HIS caſtle was built by John de Neville, ſoon after the year 1377; at 
which time a licence for its erection was granted by Thomas Hatfield 
Biſhop of Durham; a duplicate of it is ſtill preſerved among the Rolls of this 


Biſhop marked B Sched. 5. N. 1. (50. Ed. 3. Anno 1377) in the Curſitors 
Office of Records at Durham. 


Tux manor of Raby had long been in the poſſeſſion of this family, who 

held it of the See of Durham by a rent of 41. and a ſtag, to be offered every 
year on Saint Cuthbert's day in September, on which a great diſpute aroſe 
about the 13. Edw. I. Anno 1285, between Ralph Neville then Lord of Raby 
and Hugh de Darlington then Prior of Durham, as particularly related in 
Dugdale's Baronage V. 1. p. 292. 293. 

AFTER the acceſſion of Hen. the II. Anno 1154, no one could build a 
caſtle without firſt having obtained a Royal licence. The County of Durham 
being a Palatinate, a power of granting ſuch licence belonged to the Biſhop, 
who is there conſidered as Viceroy, it is here inſerted at length, in the lan- 
guage in which it is originally written, together with a tranſlation.

In witneſs whereof, we have cauſed theſe 
our letters patent to be made. Given at Durham by the hands of William

In 1570 this caſtle belonged to the Earl of Weſtmoreland with other large 
Poſſeſſions, which were forfeited by him to the Crown for Rebellion and 
Treaſon. 

In 1632 Sir Henry Vane the elder purchaſed of the Crown, the Caſtle 
with the Lordſhip of Raby and other Lands for 99041. He entertained 
Charles the firſt at the caſtle in May 1633 in his way to Scotland to be crown- 
ed: And did the like in April 1639 on the Kings expedition to Scotland, 
when Sir Henry commanded a Regiment of 1000 Men. 

Hex died at the caſtle in 1654 Aged 69. 

Tux ancient family of the Vanes, ennnobled July 8. anno 1699 when 
Sir Chiſtopher Vane was created a Baron of this realm by the title of Lord 
Bernard of Bernardcaſtle. He was ſucceeded in his Eſtates and honours by 
his eldeſt Son Gilbert, whoſe Son Henry was created Viſcount Bernard and 
Earl of Darlington April 3. 1754. His Son Henry, ſecond Earl of Darlington, 
is (1785) the preſent proprietor of this noble edifice.

I T TON Caſtle ſtands on the South ſide of the River Wear at its 
conſſux with the Lynburn. It was built about the 11, Hen. IV. 
anno 1410, as appears from the following licence for its conſtruction, pre- 
ſerved in the Archives of the See of Durham, among the Rolls of Biſhop 
Langley, marked A. No. 32. That deed recites, that this building was be- 
gun before; but as no licence had been previoully obtained, it is probable the 
Biſhop put a ſtop to its progreſs, as being done in contempt of his Authority 

without his licence firſt had.

WITTON CASTLE County of DURHAM. 


THr1s was the baronial Caſtle of the Lords de Eures, a family of ancient 
note and eminence in the County, deſcended from the Lords of Clavering 
and Warkworth; and by the female line, from the Veſcies and Attons. 

In the reign of Henry VIII. Sir Ralph Eures was lord warden of the 
Marches, and did ſo many valiant exploits againſt the Scots at Tiviotdale, 
that the King gave him a grant of all the lands he could win from them; 
wherefore he invaded Scotland; but engaging with the Earl of Arran at 
Hallidown Field, was there ſlain, together with Lord Ogle, and many other 
perſons of note. William Eure, brother of the ſecond Ralph Lord Eure, 
was a colonel in the army of King Charles I. and was killed at- the battle of 
Marſton Moor, in Yorkſhire, A. D. 1645. The laſt Lord Eure, who was 
living A. D. 1674, leaving no iſſue male, the family became extinct. 

AT the time of the civil wars, this caſtle was in the hands of Sir William 
Darcy. He being a royaliſt, it was beſieged and taken by Sir Arthur Haſlerig, 
governor of Auckland caſtle, who ſequeſtered the goods, but did not deſtroy 
the building; which was afterwards in part demoliſhed by James Lord Darcy 
of Havan, in the kingdom of Ireland, about the year 1689; who took away 
the lead, timber, and chimney -pieces, to Sadberye, near Richmond in the 
county of York, with deſign to build another houſe there; but the greateſt ' 
part of theſe materials were afterwards ſold by auction for much leſs than 
| the Sum paid for their pulling down and removal from Witton thither.

and Franchiſes by our noble Progenitors granted unto the Church of Dur- 
ham amongſt other things, all manner of forfeituers falling within the 
Biſhoprick of Durham, ſhould owe and appertain to the ſaid Church and 
Biſhop of the ſame for the time being; and by vertue of the ſame Libertys 
and Franchiſes you and your Predeceſſors have been in poſſeſſion of ſuch 


foreitures time out of mind, and amongſt other the Manor and Caſtle

called Barnardcaſtle, which fell by forfeiture of John Ballyol, ſometime 
Lord thereof, into the hands of Anthony ſometime Biſhop of the ſaid Church 
of Durham, which the ſaid Biſhop of long time in right of his ſaid Church 
had and Poſſeſſed.

H E Condition is that the within bounden William Richardſon keeper 
of the Mint of Durham Do well truly and without fraud or Guile

And 
alfo keep the King our Sovereign Lord harmleſs againſt the Party for all

Provided that this Act be not any ways prejudicial to the Coiners and Mint 


Maſters at Tork and Durham, for any Money to be Coined there, other than hath 
been heretofore Accuſtomed. 


Cuthbert Tunſtall Biſhop of London was tranſlated to the Brſhoprick of 
Durham 25 March 1530. He Coined Money in the Mint at Durham, 


untill the Year 1540, after which time the Mint there was entirely diſuſed. 
The Reformation which took place in this reign, put a period to all 


private Mints, that had been enjoyed by Prelates, and ſome other Ecclefi- - 


aſtics, for many preceeding Ages.

Tranſlation of the Inrolment of a Deed in French 
from Folin de Carroue to Biſhop Hatfield in \the 
19th, Year of his Pontificate. Anno 1363. 


OHN pz: CARROWE came here into the Chancery the xxiij Day 

of September in the Year aboveſaid, and acknowledged the following 

Writing to be his Deed, and deſired it might be inrolled, and it is inrolled 
in theſe Words. 


TO all thoſe who ſhall fee or hear theſe preſent Letters. I JohN 
CARRO WE Greeting in the Lord, WHEREAS a Royal Fiſh which is call- 
eda WHALE, hath been lately caſt by the Tempeſt of the Sea upon my 
Grounds at Seaton Carrowe, which I underſtood to be a Fiſh of another 
nature than a Royal Fiſh, ſo cauſed the faid Fiſh to be taken to my own 
uſe, and afterwards the Officers of my Lord the Biſhop, ſeized the ſaid 
Fiſh to the uſe of my faid Lord the Biſhop, as his Right, and the Right 
of his Church of Dureſme: And becauſe that I did not know whether 
this was a Royal Fiſh or not ( nevertheleſs of my own accord conteſting 
the ſeizing of the ſaid Officers ſo made thereof,) and afterwards applied to 
my ſaid Lord the Biſhop at Auckland in the preſence of Mr. Ralph Nevil, 
Mr. Robert Hilton, Mr. Marmaduke Lomley, Mr. John Eurie and ſeveral 
others, to make Agreement with my ſaid Lord, if it ſhou'd be declared 
that it was a Royal Fiſh, and in the preſence of my ſaid Lord it was alledg. 
ed, and by his Councel declared, that it was a Royal Fiſh, and the Right 
of my ſaid Lord and of his Church of Dureſme. Therefore, as much ag 
remained of the ſaid Fiſh, I cauſed to be delivered to the Officers of my 
ſaid Lord as his Right, and for the Treſpaſs and the remainder of the ſaid 
Fiſh, which I had parted amongſt my Friends, I have made an Agreement 
with my ſaid Lord the Biſhop for One hundred Marks, which thing I ac. 
knowledge to be the Right of my ſaid Lord the Biſhop and of his Church 
of Dureſme, and that the poſſeſſion of the ſaid Fiſh which I had, ſhall not 
be drawn into an Example by me or my Heirs nor any other. In Teſti. 
mony whereof to theſe Letters I have put my Seal, Written at Sadberge 
the xxiv Day of September in the Year of Grace M. CCC. LXIII.

| E find amongſt the Coins minted at Durham, during the 
reigns of the three firſt Edwards, ſeveral Pennies bearing 
particular marks in ſome one or other part of the Coin: one has 
a croſe moline at the beginning of the legend on each fide of the 
Piece; a ſecond has the fame croſs in the ſecond quarter of the re- 
verſe; a third has it at the beginning of the legend on the obverſe 
only; another has a hon rampant between two fleurs de lis in the 
fame place. Some of theſe being placed where in ſucceeding reigns 
the Mintmark ftood, have been taken notice of by two Writers on 
theſe ſubjects, but no reaſons aſſigned for their uſe. There are 
5 alſo from the fame Mint two others, which have the upright limb 
of the croſs turned in the form of a paſtoral ſtaff, one of them to 
the right, the other to the left; they are ſaid. to have come from 
the Biſhop's Mint, but the Prelates name are not mentioned. 
Wx are informed by the learned 8 e (a). that the Biſhops 
of Durham coined money after the Conque (tho! none has yet come 
to our knowledge); but that they, as well as the reſt of the Sees, 
loft their Pri viledge at the acceſſion of Henry II, 1154, but had 
it renewed to them by Richard I. Eodem anno Ricardus Rex 
“ Anghz dedit Philippo Dunelmenſi electo, licentiam fabricandi l 
** monetam in civitate ſua Dunelmenſi quod predeceſſoribus ſuis a 
** multo tempore retro non erat permiſſum'(b).” However we do 
not find any Money / minted by this Bifhop or his ſucceſſors, till „ 
the times of Edward I; in the eleventh year of whoſe reign An- | 
thony Beck was appointed to the See of Durham. We are told 
that he was the moſt opulent Prelate that ever filled that Chair, 
and perhaps as ambitious; for, having obtained the Patriarchate 
of Jeruſalem from the Pope, he procured the government of the

He of Man from the King, Conſcious of theſe honours and of his 
Palatinate Rights, he appears on his Epiſcopal Seal with a large 
croſs moline embroidered on his upper Robe, in the ſtyle of the 
temporal Barons of thoſe days (c). He alſo placed the ſame crols, 
his family arms, on the left ſide of the Chair on the ſame ſeal (4). 
To this Prelate I aſcribe thoſe three Pennies marked with the croſs 
moline; one as before mentioned has the croſs on both ſides; ano- 
ther has it in the ſecond quarter on the poſtic of the Coin: both 
theſe have the King's name EDW. and on the reverſe CIVITAS 
DVRCMC; the third of theſe Pennies reads CDW AR. and 
DVRCMC, and has the croſs on the obverſe only; this laſt, f 
ſuppoſe, amongſt the early coinages of Edward the II, in the third 
year of whoſe reign Biſhop Beck died, and was ſucceeded 1n the 
Epiſcopal Chair by Richard Kellow 1 310, who being promoted moſt 
probably for his merits or ſervices, and having no pretenſions to 
family arms, placed, by way of diſtinction, the head of a paſto- 
ral ſtaff turned to the right on the upright limb of the croſs. Theſe 
Pennies read CD W AR. and on the reverſe CIVITAS DVNCLM. 
He died the ninth of Edw. II, 1317, and Lodowic Beaumont, near- 
ly allied to the Royal Family of France, was appointed his ſucceſſ- 
or. It is ſaid this Prelate was fo illiterate that he could not read 
his Conſecration Bull, his rank therefore muſt have been his beſt 
advocate; and on his Coins we find a lion rampant placed at the 
beginning of the legend on the obverſe, ſometimes accompanied 
with two, ſometimes with one fleur de lis (e), and ſometimes 
thelion alone; theſe coins read CD WAR, and CIVITAS DV- 
NCLM. He died ſuddenly Sept. 10, 1333, 7th Edw. Il; and 
to him ſacceeded Richard Bury, and in 1345, 19th Edw. III, Tho- 
mas Hatfield, He like Biſhop Kellow placed the head of a paſ- 
toral ſtaff. but turned to the right, on the croſs of his Coins; theſe 
read CDWAR DVS, and on the reverſe CLVITAS DVRCMC; 
the head and weight fix them to the third Edward and to his third 
coinage 1353, when the weight of the penny was reduced to 18 
grains, |

Tus learned Dr. Sharp, Archbiſhop of York, in his 1 
Y account of Engliſh Coins, propoſes to diſtinguiſh the moneys 
ot td ward the firſt and ſecond by the different manner in which their 
names are written, and gives thoſe Pieces inſcribed Edw. to the fa- 
ther, and thoſe with Edwa. Edwar. and Edward to the ſon. Here 
we find Biſhop Beck, who lived at the great coinage in Edward the 
firſt's days, has two Pennies with Ed. and as he alſo lived near 
three years in the reign of Edward the Second, has one with Ed- 
war, and his ſucceſſors Kellow and Beaumont, who both lived 
in the ſame reign, have theirs with Edwar. may we not with ſome 
degree of certainty allow the Archbiſhop's ſuggeſtion to be juſt? 


DUKING this period we meet with a Penny which has been 
twice engraved (g), and read on the reverſe HADINE,, a placa 
ſuppoſed to have been in Scotland, and that in the ſecond quar- 
ter there was a thiſtle, This Penny, which reads CD W, and 
conſequently belongs to the firſt Edward, was coined at Readin 
by the abbot (5), the legend on the reverſe is VILLA RADIN>- 
GY, and in the ſecond quarter an eſcalop ſhell; part of the arms 
of the Monaſtery (i). In the twelfth year of Edward the Third, 
we find a grant to the Abbot and Monks of Reading, to coin 
Halfpennies and Farthings, with (as formerly) Pennies: ** Dilectis 
nobis in Chriſto Abbati et Monachis de Radyng, quod ipſi et ſuc- 
ceſſores in perpetuum habeant unum monetarium et unum cune- 
** um tam ad Obolos et Ferlingos quam ad Sterlingos prout moris 
c eſt fabricandum; and alſo the priviledge of preparing the in- 
ſcription: ** De Impreſſione et Circumſcriptione quas dictus Abbas 
vobis declarabit ſumptibus ipſius Abbatis (). In conſequence of 
this Grant which Biſhop Nicholſon has given us at large in his 
chapter on Engliſh Coins, the Abbot, whoſe predeceſſor had 
coined Pennies, now ſtruck Halfpennies, ſome few of which have 
come to light fince the publication of the Supplement to the late

Arp the faid Maior and Burgeſſes and their Succeſſors may and ſhall 
quietlie and peaceably occupie and enjoy all the Premiſſes and every part 
and: parcel thereof during all the forefaid Tearme, without anie lawful 
Lett Impediment Diſturbance or Interruption of or by anie Perſon or Perſons 
whatſoever claiming in by or from the faid Biſhop or anic of his Prede- 
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ceſſors. AND the ſaid Cuthbert Elliſon now Maior and the Burgeſſes of 
the ſaid Town of Newcaſtle do covenant and graunt for them and their 
Succeſſors, to and with the ſaid Biſhop and his Succeſſors, in Conſideration 
of the ſaid Toll of the ſaid Town of Gateſhead ſo demiſed and letten to 
farm unto them by the ſaid Biſhop, that neyther they the ſaid Maior and 
Burgeſles nor their Succeſſors, or anie of their Officers, or anie Perſon or 
Perſons by their means or procurement, ſhall at anie time hereafter during 
the ſaid Term of four hundreth and fifty years, take or levie of any Perſon 
or Perſons, anie manner of 'Toll of the South fide of the Water of Tyne or 
within the Town Liberties and Countie of Newcaſtle aforeſaid, for or in 
manner or reſpect of the Toll of Gateſhead aforeſaid. And further, the ſaid 
Cuthbert Ellifon now Maior and the Burgeſſes of the faid Town of New- - 
caſtle doth covenant and graunt for them and their Succeſſors, to and 
with the ſaid Biſhopp and his Succeſſors, that it ſhall be lawful for the Far- 
mers of his Fiſhings in the Water of Tyne for anempſt the ſaid Salt Meddows, 
to land with their Botes and Netts, and the ſame to haung and drie as 
heretofore they have done, anie thing in this Indenture to the contrarie 
notwithſtanding. And further the ſaid Cuthbert Elliſon nowe Maior and 
the Burgeſſes of the ſame 'Town of Newcaſtle doth covenant and graunt for 
them and their Succeſſors, to and with the faid Biſhopp and his Succeſſors, 
that it ſhall be lawful for the ſaid Biſhopp and his Succeſſors at all tymes 
hereafter, to have the Houſe called Coynehowſe or Storehouſe, with Waie 
leave as well by Water as by Land as they might have done heretofore, anie 
thing in this Indenture to the contrarie notwithſtanding. | In WiTNESSE 
whereof, to th'one partie of theſe preſent Indentures remaining with the 
ſaid Maior and Burgeſſes, the ſaid Biſhopp hath putte his greate Seall, and to 
th* other part of theſe Indentures remaining with the ſaid Biſhopp, the faid 
Maior and Burgeſſes hath put their Common Seal the dae and yeare 
abovewritten.
